ATHENS, Greece, June 7 An

The gunman, whose motive was

Mme Venizelos, the second wife 
of the statesman, is the daughter of 
a wealthy Anglo-Greek resident of 


Schlizzi. They were married in 
London in 1921 
Police were standing by for an

His half century fight for demo-

His fight against the mon- 
archy was not always favored by 
Grecian citizens, as evidenced by 
their overthrow of his government | 
and recall of King Constantine be- | 
fore the Great War. 

He served as premier for the 
eighth time early this year De- | 
feated in elections in early March,

Venizelos first came into prom- 
inence as leader of Cretan insurrec- 
tionary movements in 1896 and 
1904. He was responsible for en- 
tering Greece on the side of the 
Allies during the World War, de- 
spite opposition of King Constan- 
tine,

VANCOUVER, June 7.—No silver 
lining to the low price cloud which 
has blighted wheat growers for the 
past five years could be seen by 
Dr. Holbrook Working, 
tional wheat expert of Stanford 
University, when he read a paper 
Tuesday on the future grain 
prices to the agriculture section of 
the Pacific Science Congress 

He cited three factors which are 
preventing recovery of world wheat 
prices: 

4—The surplus which has de- 
pressed prices for five years, due to 
the record crop of 1928, still exists 

2@—World acreage at present is 
adequate to supply needs 

$3 —There is no incentive to re-

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GOLD-HOARDING 

Germany is to follow the lead of the United 
States and declare a “moratorium” on the payment 
in gold of debits owing abroad, public and private. 
France avoided having to adopt the same expedient 
by adopting the other expedient of raising a loan 
of thirty million pounds in Great Britain. In all 
three cases the object is to prevent the export of 
gold. 

“Keep your gold and let your foreign debts take 
care of themselves” is the national policy thus pro- 
claimed on the part of the gold-holding countries. 
“Forget gold, pay your debts and collect your 
credits any way you can” is the substance of the 
policy of Great Britain, Australia and the other 
countries which abandoned the gold standard be- 
cause they were short of that yellow metal. 

There cannot be much doubt which policy is 
making for the solution of the world’s difficulties.

GETTING IN THE TAXES 

Edmonton tax collections for the first five 
monihs in the year amounted to $1,067,002. In the 
first five months of last year the collections totalled 
$562,615. The increase is $504,387, upwards of 100 
per cent 

This came about mainly because the city council 
last January invited taxpayers to pay in advance 
and made it worth their while to do so. Something 
more than a half million dollars was thus gathered 
in before the tax rate had been struck and the 
notices sent out. 

The city has saved the interest it would have 
had to pay on money spent before the first instal- 
ment became due, last Saturday. It has made a 
positive gain of whatever amount was received as 
interest on the pre-paid tax money while this was 
lying “idle.” The taxpayers, large and small, who 
took advantage of the prepayment offer are ahead 
the amount of the discount granted them, and do 
not have io worry any more this year about taxes 

Any future council that does not provide for 
January payment or prepayment of taxes is pretty 
likely to hear from the taxpayers, and should. 
That is, supposing any council may be blind enough 
or indifferent enough to neglect so obvious a way 
to get in money in advance of the need. Taxes 
should be payable during the first month in the 
year and each succeeding month, with a sliding 
scale of discounts in favor of those who pay early. 
Argument is no longer needed to prove that point 
The figures supply the proof 


WASHINGTON DOES IT AGAIN 

Our friends at Washington have slipped another 
little deal past the noses of the somnolent gentle- 
men at Ottawa. The Reconstruction Corporation, 
otherwise the Government of the United States, is 
lending China $50,000,000 with which to buy United 
States wheat and cotton In other words, our 
neighbors are to sell China sizable quantities of 
these surplus products on credit, their Government 
backing the note. 

Something over a year ago the United States 
Farm Board, otherwise the Government of the 
United States, sold China 15,000,000 bushels of wheat 
on the same terms. Evidently the Chinese have 
been meeting the instalments promptly, since they 
are now to get a larger credit. They are to pay 
five per cent interest on the new loan, and repay 
the principal in three years 

The complacent officials at Ottawa explain that 
this transaction doesn't mean anything to Canada 
since we are not selling wheat in China and haven't 
been. That gem of wisdom should be framed 

Along with it put this: “The main hope for 
Canada,” officials declared, “jay in the fact that the 
present growing crop in the United States would 
fall considerably short of previous years 

Canada tacing the biggest carry-over it ever haa 
the United States selling wheat on credit in a 
market we have for years counted on making our 
own; and the Canadian grower is told his only hope 
is that the United States will have a crop failure 

No, we are not selling wheat in China, nor much 
of it anywhere else. This sapient comment from 
the directors of our national marketing busines: 
helps to explain why 


TREATIES VERSUS INSTINCT 

Viscount Ishii, Japan's representative at the 
recent conference in Geneva and the coming con- 
ference at London, told a New York audience the 
League of Nations covenant and the Kellogg pact 
will be “ineffectual” instruments for world peace 
unless amended to forbid treaty-breaking ana 
economic boycotts. 

The country which Viscount Ishii represents has 


supplied the world with convincing proof on that 
point. It is not so clear that the events in the 
far east would not have happened if the covenant 
and the pact had been amended by any imaginable 
phraseology. The Chinese might have boycgted 
Japanese goods whatever the covenant and the 
pact said. And unless the judgment of the western 
world is wrong Japan did violate both the covenant 
and the pact in the measures it took in alleged 
consequence of that boycott. 

That Japan would have acted otherwise if the 
covenant and the pact had been differently worded 
may be the case, but is doubtful. For back of all 
the reasons given for the Japanese invasion of 
China rests the fact that Japan was impelled by an 
instinct older than treaties and proven, times with- 
out number, to be stronger than treaties; the in- 
stinct of its people to live and multiply. The boycott 
supplied an ostensible cause for action that would 
likely enough have been taken in any case. Japan 
needed room for its people; that is the essence of 
the matter. 

Whatever a revised covenant and pact would 
or could do to preserve peace, it is asking a good 
deal to suppose that any treaty could hold a power- 
ful nation against taking the territory it needs in 
such circumstances. Perhaps nations should be 
content to wither and die when they have ex- 
hausted the resources of the particular territory 
they happen to occupy. That they will do so is 
not suggested by Japan's war of conquest in 
northern China.

But a lurid light is thrown 
on the profitable nature of the wheat growing in- 
dustry by the recent action of the Brandon farmers 
and the statements of the Portage la Prairie board 
of trade. The Brandon farmers refused to endorse 
the immigration policy of the Dominion Govern- 
ment, on the ground that the country was not 
sufficiently prosperous to warrant people coming, 
and the Portage la Prairie board of trade endorses 
that action and adds in a memorial to Mr. Van 
Horne, president of the C.P.R., on the occasion of 
his recent visit to the Northwest, that in Portage 
la Prairie district, without any material increase 
of population. the number of chattel mortgages 
registered increased from 252 in 1887 to 528 in 1892.

Editor Bulletin: According w a 
news item in the Bulletin of 
Thursday the Ist. The request of 
the Prison Reform Conference 


committee for the use of one of | 


the school buildings was voted 
down. Apparently the discussion 
on this matter did not center 
around whether or not a school 
building should be allowed for 
such a purpose, but degenerated 
into an argument as to whether 
or not one of the organizations 
interested (namely the Canadian 
Labor Defense league), was a 
Communist organization. 

But this is beside the point. It 
is disappointing to find those who 
are to a large extent responsible 
for the well-being of the youth of 
this city so short sighted that they 
can quibble over trivialities, when 
the question of prison reform, 


| which should be of vital import- 


ance to any one interested in the 
youth, is brought to their atten- 
tion. To any one who has diffi- 
culty in seeing the connection 
between the youth and the work 


! of prison reform, I would advise 


a daily perusal of the police court 
column of any daily newspaper. 
To any one who stops to analyze 
what is read, this column gives a 
fairly true picture of just how a 


| crisis, such as we are now experi-

encing affects the youth. For 
every criminal tried, there are 
dozens who run afoul of the law 
for offenses which are a disect 
result of conditions brought about 
by the crisis, and in the great ma- 
jority of these cases it is the youth 
who suffer, the young people who 
have left school, and entered into 
the very serious business of mak- 
ing their own living in @ period 
practically devoid of the oppor- 
tunity. A lot of these youths have 
never had a job since leaving 
school, have never had the chance 
to find their bearings or establish 


| crowded into 


themselves. They have just been 
allowed to drift, and statistics will 
prove to anyone interested that 
this aimless drifting ends, in far 
too many cases, at the prison 
gate. 

Today our jails and penal in- 
stitutions are crowded, not with a 
criminal element, but with young 
people, who in normal times 
would be working, marrying and 
preparing themselves for the 
higher duties of citizenship. These 
youth have a right to expect 
something better from society 
(chaotic as it is) than just heing 
jails, because as 
conditions are now, society can 
find no good use for them. 

The trouble seems to be that 
many otherwise intelligent people 
seem to be suffering from an in- 
ability to synchronize their men- 
tal processes with conditions as 
they exist today. The result is 
that they still think of jails as a 
place where horse thieves, bank 
robbers and cattle rustlers are put 
for safe keeping, not realizing that 


during the last three years the | 


population of Canada’s penal in- 
stitutions have undergone a great 
change. 

We still have to deal of course 
with the habitual criminal type 
of prisoner, but in addition there 
is the other type born of the de- 
pression and these are in the ma- 
jority. The old outworn theory 
that jails are but places of pun- 
ishment for anti-social elements 
must be brought up to date and 
revised to meet the demands of 
present day conditions. 

Prison teform today is 
merely an idea arising out of sen- 
timent, but is based on sound 
common sense, and as such, ue- 
serves the support of all straight- 
thinking men and women.

Though China and Japan are signing terms of 
peace, Mussolini is inviting the four great Euro- 
pean powers to a ten years’ truce, and Roosevelt 


is leading the way towards a reduction of arma- 


ments and an increase of money in the world, 
there are still numbers of people who think the 
times are out of joint, that the struggle for personal 
wealth isn't worth the effort, and that it is possible 
for men and women to achieve happiness in a 
simple life nearer to Nature than city pavements 
permit. 

Mr. Morris. of the Young People’s Co-operative 
Society of Alberta and Saskatchewan—the society 
that is considering establishing a simple life and 
culture colony at Sooke, Vancouver Island—tells 
me a committee is shortly to visit the Pacific coast 
to settle on a place for their venture. 

Ralph E. Zuar of Edmonton, now his academic 
duties are lightened by the University vacation, 
also announces that he and a number of friends 
are likely to visit the coast on a similar mission. 

Many readers of this column will wish their 
projects well, and watch their progress with in- 
terest.

Says Mr. Zuar: 

I am convinced that there are millions of 
intelligent men and women who would rather 
live in a healthy and simple, yet cultured, 
surrounding than step upon or be polluted by 
unhealthy artificialities, by the many artificial 
and complicated ideas and ideals which embar- 
rass us at every step. I am certain many would 
prefer to go back—or rather forward—to a new 
life of healthy enjoyment of things good and 
wholesome if the way to a sane life is shown 
to them. 


He closes his letter with a quotation in French, 
“Lorsqui une idee vraie est jetee dans le monde 
infailliblement son jour arrivera,’ which may be 
roughly interpreted, “Whenever a true idea is 
given to the world, inevitable its day will arrive.” 
These simple-lifers with their gospel of plain living 
and high thinking, are going to experiment not only 
for themselves but for large numbers of people to 
whom their gospel appeals, but who lack courage 
or freedom to become pioneers for their belief. 
ae * oe 

Numerous ventures have been made by idealists 
of recent years in the democratisation of industries. 
Many have associated themselves together into a 
society known as Industrial Experimenters Asso- 
ciated, which held its first annual conference at 
New York a year ago. Several of the groups came 
into being as a result of the example of the Colum- 
bia Conserve Company of Indianapolis. 


Sixteen years ago William Hapgood, then man- 
ager of the company, obtained permission from 
his family, who owned the property rights, to 
use the company as an experimental laboratory 
in human relations in industry. A form of co- 
operative ownership and democratic control was 
established, whereby the 140 workers changed from 
@ wage to a salary-and-profit-sharing basis. They 
formed themselves into a council which controls 
the business, meets weekly, decides incomes, and 
in case of bad conduct by a worker votes to dismiss 
him. In sixteen years only 20 workers have been 
dismissed for bad conduct. 


The workers now hold a control of the Colum- 
bia Conserve Company, and the experiment has 
proven a success. By unanimous vote the workers 
recently agreed not to depart from their philosophy 
of “all for each and each for all.” In the meantime 
the democratic idea in industry has resulted in the 
formation of Correlated Graphic Industries, Inc., 
of Seattle, which operates farms, factories and 
commissariats, clothing factories, a shoe factory, 
garages, apartment houses, barber shops and a 
printing office, and to numerous other democrat- 
ised industries. Largest of these is the Graybar 
Electric Company, which wholesales every kind of 
electric apparatus, including telephone apparatus 
and cables, made by the Western Electric Company. 


With its 77 main and branch houses located in 
the principal cities of United States, supplying 
telephone and telegraph companies, railroads, cen- 
tral stations, contractors and the government, the 
Graybar company is to the electrical business what 
the Crane company is to plumbing supplies.

Recently in the municipality of Burnaby, out- 
side Vancouver, I saw some of the Army of the 
Common Good at work clearing land by contract. 
The Army of the Common Good is an associated 
body much on the lines of Correlated Graphic In- 
dustries. Drawn from the ranks of the unemployed, 
it has started a furniture factory, a wood yard and 
a retail store where its token money, issued for 


labor performed, is redeemed in groceries and 
clothing. 
Some of the men dig clams and sel! them 


through the store. I bought there some three year 
old nursery stock. The lot 1 saw cleared was done 
by contract. Instead of two or three men grubbing 
and burning for a month, an army of men came 
swerming over the place like bees. Inside of a 
day they had worked a transformation. At noon 
their wives came with lunch baskets. Most of 
them stayed and ate with their men. They took 
about an hour and a half for lunch and siesta and 
conversational chaff. There was no bossing, but at 
a signal all sprang to work again. In view of the 
way these chaps have been working to achieve 
their economic salvation, the Dominion government 
is building them a wharf on Burrard Inlet to enable 
them to load on scows the firewood they are cut- 
ting in the bush near the waterfront. Started as 
a depression venture, the Army of the Common 
Good will remain as a democratic business concern. 
* © 

Of course, the proposed venture of the Y. P. S. 
at Sooke or elsewhere, or the expectations of Mr. 
Zuar and his friends of the Logos Group, is not 
to operate garages or apartment houses, or even 
to clear land by contract and dig clams for sale. 
What land they clear will be for themselves; what 
clams they dig will be for their own nutriment, 
They will have crops, and they will fish. Pre- 
sumably some of them will hunt. There will be 
handicrafts. Some of the product of their land 
and their skill will perforce have to be sold, but 
in the main they hope to find leisure after satisfy- 
ing simple wants.

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Health and Diet Advice

SOME WHOLESOME DESSERT RECIPES 


The average dessert could be dispensed with 
to the benefit of health; however, since custom has’ 
so long decreed theif use in this country, many 
people feel that they have not finished a meal un- 
less it is topped off with some kind of a sweet tasty 
dish. Housewives should, therefore, learn to make 
desserts that are both wholesome and pleasing to 


the taste. 

In selecting a dessert, one should keep in mind 
the combinations of food elements that are in har- 
mony with the entire meal, As a rule, starchy 
desserts are better avoided because they are al- 
most always apt to cause some digestive disturbance 
because they contain mixtures of sugars and starch- 
es. Even if the rest of the meal is balanced, this 
mixture ferments readily . Dextrinized (browned) 
starch may, however, be used. It is better to avoid 
desserts with starchy meals but they may be used 

with protein or non-starchy foods. 

Here are a few of the many dessert recipes that 
my readers have sent me. I am selecting these 
because the ingredients in the recipes combine 
properly. 

SHREDDED WHEAT ICE BOX DESSERT 

Re-toast shredded wheat until it is brown. Cool, 
and crush with a rolling pin. Place a layer in a 
dish, and cover with a layer of peaches stewed 
without sugar, and a little juice. Then cover with 
a thin layer of whipped cream. Continue in this 
manner until the dish is full. Top with whipped 
cream and a few peaches. Place in the ice box 
a few hours before serving. 

APPLE BERGS 

Cut large apples in half, and scrape or scoop 
out part of the centre. Mix a liftle re-toasted pea- 
nut butter with grated apple. Fill the centres with 
this mixture and bake the apples. When done cover 
with a meringue made from the beaten white of 
an egg, and place in the oven a few minutes to 
brown. Serve apples either hot or cold. These 
apples are delicious served with a little whipped 
cream in place of the meringue. 

DOUBLE ROASTED PEANUT BUTTER 
ICE CREAM 

Two-thirds cup of thin cream. 

One cup whipping cream. 

One-half cup water to soften one 
gelatin. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 

Double roasted peanut butter the size of an egg. 

Dissolve gelatin in hot water, and add to thin 
cream and vanilla. Chill this mixture. Whip cream 
until stiff and fold into chilled mixture. Pour in 
freezing tray and freeze until mushy. Scrape this 
mixture from the tray and beat with egg beater 
for about two minutes or until real fluffy. Fold 
in softened peanut butter, and return to tray and 
freeze for about four hours. Serves six people. 

RAISIN PIE SANS CROUTE 

One cup seedless raisins. 

One and one-half teaspoons gelatin. 

One-half pint whipping cream. 

Soak the raisins for at least two hours. Bring 
to a boil and simmer gently for ten minutes or 
longer (the longer, the sweeter). Soak the gelatin 
for five minutes in two tablespoons cold water. 
Add to it seven-eighths cup boiling raisin juice 
(part boiling water can be used). Cool, stirring 
frequently. When almost set, beat until frothy, and 
fold in the stewed raisins. (Mixture will be almost 
solid with raisins). Pour into a deep pie pan. When 
set, remove from pan and spread whipped cream 
on the top like a meringue. Cut in wedge-shaped 
pices like pie and serve. 

GRAPE JUICE FRAPPE 

Place one-half cup of grape juice in an ice 
cream freezer or in an electric refrigerator. (In 
the latter case stir every few minutes until the 
juice is partly frozen). Add the stiffly beaten white 
of one egg. Stir well and place in the freezer until 
the mixture will hold its shape.

Chance Of 


Public Woman Does Not! 


Neglect Home Says 
W.I. President

WINNIPEG, June7— “Are women 

really making an advance?” was the 
the question asked by Mrs. W. F. 
Cameron, Regina, national president 
of the Federated Women’s Institutes 
of Canada, in her presidential ad- 
dress at the joint session here Tues- 
day of the F.W.1.C. and of the Mani- 
toba women’s institutes. 


“The scoffer assumes women who 


are interested in public welfare 
neglect their homes, but that is not 
so,” the speaker said, for they are 


the very women who are equally 
conscientious in their home service, 
with a more efficient method and 


management.” 
There has been real progress in 
regard to the actual home, Mrs. 


Cameron declared, but in spite of 
e this new condition, this comparative 
freedom from constant toil, many 
women are still willing to be en- 
grossed entirely in domestic details 
TO MUCH “WISHFUL” THINKING 
Instead of cultivating a worth- 
while attitude, they devise means 
of escaping from unpleasant situa- 
tions and substitute a “wishful” 
thinking from a logical thinking. 
“Although women study law, they 
have had little influence in framing 
laws,” Mrs. Cameron concluded 
“We still have only one solitary 
member in the federal house, and 
not withstanding all our interest 
and study, we stand further back 
than we were 10 years ago — a 


paradox in our progress.” | 
“The Canadian baby is doing 
better,” Dr. Helen MacMurchy, 


chief of the child welfare division, 
Ottawa, told the convention. “His 
life is safer and he is more likely 
to live, than when I spoke to you 
two years aco. 

Out of every 1,000 babies born in 
1930, Dr. MacMurchy said, 89 died: 
in 1931, 85 died. and this year it 
will be better still, for Quebec, for 
the first time in history, has an in- 
fant mortality of less than 100 and 
that will make the infant mortality 
rate for Canada the lowest and best 
it has ever been. 

The Canadian mother, too, is safer 
in these days. In 1926 scarcely any- 
one knew how many mothers lost 
their lives in childbirth. In 1931, 
only five mothers died in every 1,- 
000 living births

In 1933 the producer was being 
paid 3.48 cents and the retailer 8.89 
cents, a spread of 5.41 cents or a} 
difference in spread of only onc | 
cent from 1926. 


EXAMINED ON COSTS 

Mr. Ritchie was on the witness 
stand throughout the morning. He 
was mainly examined on costs of 
production. 

He recalled that a questionaire 
had been sent out to producers of 
the district, on which information 
was given in a statement read on 
Tuesday by R. H. M. Bailey. | 

“The unpaid help or in other | 
words, a producer's family, enables | 
him to get through. Lowered labor 
costs have been brought about by 
the help of the families,” he said. 

In all 200 questionaires were sent 
out and returns were received giv- 
ing information on 31 herds. 

Of 574 cows dealt with in the re- 
turns, it was shown that they yield- 
ed 3,521,196 pounds or an average of 
7335 pounds per cow milked. 

The total feed cost was $22,431 or 
an average of $39 per cow. 

Pasture costs were $2,935 or an 
average of $5.11 per cow. 


FEED PRICES UP 

Feeds were up about 35 per cent 
this year, he said, although alfalfa 
was the one branch of feeding that 
had remained tne same in price, 
probably because there had been a 
surplus in the south 

It had been determined that the 
minimura cost of production was 
$1.52 per 100 pounds of milk. Higher 
feed costs might increase this mini- 
mum next winter. 

The “boarder” cow constituted a 
problem, This was the type chat, 
when it fell below 5,000 to 7,000 
pounds a year was not sufficiently 
productive but probably would 
“come back” later.
